Applicant argues that the Greenstein reference is unrelated to network and does not disclose a network device. Based on broadest 
reasonable interpretation, a network can be interpreted as one or more components, devices, computers, operator, etc., communicating 
and/or connected with each other and a network device can be interpreted as device designed for use on a network. Greenstein 
disclsoses a system and method for dynamically performing resource reconfiguration in a logically partitioned data processing system. As 
such Greenstein is related to network communications. In any event, even If Greenstein was unlreated to network communications, 
modifying Greenstein and making it a network based system would have been obvious in the art. Further Greenstein and Burgess are 
same field of endeavor because both references teach reconfiguration, allocation of resources, reallocation of resources, etc. Therefore 
the rejection is maintained. Applicant had agreed to telephone examiner for scheduling an after final interview during the first week of 
January in a discussion in december, 2005, however examiner did not hear anything from the applicant at this point. 
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
